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This  email  is  being  sent  to  confirm  the  details  of  the  items  discussed  during  conference  calls  on 
Friday  regarding  the  purchase  order  from  CDPHE  to  La  Plata  County  for  $200,000.00. 


Based  on  the  notes  from  the  La  Plata  County  staff,  the  following  items  were  confirmed: 


1 . The  end  date  for  the  purchase  order  is  being  extended  through  December  31,  2015.  A 
modified  purchase  order  will  be  prepared  and  sent  with  this  information. 

2.  With  regard  to  the  information  the  County  is  required  to  provide  to  CDPHE  for 
reimbursement,  the  only  documentation  required  with  each  submittal  is  a letter  with  a general 
outline  of  the  work  performed,  together  with  an  invoice  for  personnel  time  (at  applicable  County 
rates),  supplies,  equipment  and  other  expenses. 

3.  With  regard  to  procurement  code  requirements,  the  County  may  acquire  goods  and  services 
under  the  purchase  order  in  accordance  with  its  adopted  procurement  code  and  policies  (without 
regard  to  federal  requirements),  as  the  EPA  and  CDPHE  will  approve  all  ongoing  incident  costs 
based  on  the  use  of  the  La  Plata  County’s  procurement  code. 

4.  Compensation  costs  (including,  but  not  limited  to  wages  and  fringe  benefits)  of  the  County 
Manager,  Sheriff  and  Sheriffs  Department  deputies  are  pre-approved  allowable  response  costs 
when  such  costs  are  based  on  participation  in  the  response  efforts  for  the  incident,  and  not 
merely  a general  governmental  expense  or  oversight  role. 

5.  Meal  reimbursement  has  been  approved  by  the  EPA  as  a cost  of  operating  the 
command/operations  center. 

6.  With  regard  to  the  MBE/WBE  form,  it  needs  to  be  filled  out  and  submitted  with  each 
invoice  from  the  County. 

7.  Notwithstanding  language  in  the  Additional  Provisions  (Exhibit  B): 

a.  The  County  may  submit  invoices  for  payment  once  every  two  weeks. 

b.  The  County  is  not  required  to  obtain  billing  rate  approval  from  the  EPA  or  to  submit  any 
such  documentation  to  CDPHE. 

c.  The  County  is  not  required  to  submit  certified  payrolls  as  documentation  with  its  invoices. 
The  County  will  provide  receipts  or  other  documentation  that  it  has  for  expenses  incurred. 


I am  asking  both  CDPHE  and  the  EPA  to  both  confirm  that  this  information  is  correct.  If  any 
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correction  is  needed,  please  reply  with  that  information  as  well. 


Further,  I am  asking  that  the  provisions  in  Exhibit  B,  Additional  Provisions,  that  do  not  apply  to 
the  County  be  deleted  (or  amended,  with  regard  to  timing  of  payments). 


We  are  still  in  the  process  of  reviewing  the  Additional  Provisions  with  regard  to  the  laws 
mentioned  and  have  requested  information  and  assistance  from  Ms.  Sisk  in  determining  what 
provisions  are  applicable  to  us  in  this  situation  (and  which  may  be  deleted  from  the  Additional 
Provisions).
